Fee for 
confiscating a vehicle and put¬ 
ting it under embargo at Balashi 
will cost Afls.25 per day. 

Vehicles will be confiscated 
when: 

• there is no driver’s li¬ 

cense or if the driver is unable 
to show a valid driver’s license 

• driving without auto¬ 

mobile insurance 

• driving under the in¬ 

fluence of alcohol or other sub¬ 



stance 

Vehicles will be placed 
under embargo when: 

• there is no safety in¬ 
spection certificate 

• driving without auto¬ 
mobile insurance 

• driving a vehicle 
under age as a minor 

• driving faster than the 
allowed maximum speed limit 

All motorists must take note 
of the above measures. As of 
today, anyone violating these 
traffic laws, the police will con¬ 
fiscate their vehicle and have it 
stored in Balashi. This means 
that the owner of the vehicle 
will be deprived of his trans¬ 
portation for some time. 

All of this simply means that 
the traffic laws will be enforced 
with greater strictness and fines 
will be much higher, making vi¬ 
olations much more painful. 
Then, again, if everyone ad¬ 
heres to the laws there will be 
no need for these measures.

Autistic Children can destroy any 
good Marriage 



This past week, we gave de¬ 
served attention to Autism. 
Organizations planned spe¬ 
cial activities and even a 
fundraising event was 
launched to support the Aruba 
Autism Foundation. The em¬ 
phasis on Autism is important 
because those suffering from 
autism in our community, our 
autistic children, deserve this 
attention as they too are sig¬ 
nificant members of our com¬ 
munity. 

What has always annoyed 
me is the fact that while autis¬ 
tic children are brought into 
focus, and information is dis¬ 
seminated about what the 
problem is, what the symptoms 
are, and what treatment and 
care to give, nothing is ever 
said about those who care for 
these children. All autistic chil¬ 
dren live with a family, many 
have siblings, and all have a 
mother and a father. In this ar¬ 
ticle, I want to take the time to 
put the focus on the parents of 
an autistic child. 

Unfortunately, in modern 
times, many marriages end in 
divorce or separation. This sta¬ 


tistic rises even higher when 
you mix in an autistic child. 
No matter how loving and un¬ 
derstanding a mother and fa¬ 
ther can be towards an autistic 
child, the truth is that autism is 
a very difficult matter, and in 
many homes marriages suffer 
the strain of caring for an autis¬ 
tic child. It takes great skill, a 
mountain of patience and a lot 
of discipline to keep a mar¬ 
riage thriving and when you 
add an autistic child to that, 
you can only expect chaos...if 
the couple is not careful. Stay¬ 
ing positive and doing every¬ 
thing to keep your marriage 


healthy will require a lot of 
help. 

The big question you’re 
probably asking now is: how 
can we do this, that is, raise 
an autistic child and avoid 
marital problems and survive 
the trying times of raising our 
autistic child? 

Let me suggest a few 
things that will help: 

1. Begin by asking and 
answering this crucial ques¬ 
tion - why did I marry this 
man/woman? 

The answer to this ques¬ 
tion will help you focus on the 
good things in your marriage 
relationship. Your reason for 
being together is not the autis¬ 
tic child, so that the autistic 
child cannot or should never be 
a reason for you to not stay to¬ 
gether. We know that raising 
an autistic child in a family is 
very, very stressful. And, when 
you are stressed out, you have 
the tendency to snap at your 
spouse for the stupidest things. 
What you want to do instead is 
to focus on the good things in 
your life. Plan on taking time 
to enjoy your spouse the way 
you did at the beginning of 
your relationship. 

2. Involve significant oth¬ 
ers in the child’s life: 

As soon as you discover 
that your child is autistic, you 
must plan that the two of you 
will not be the only two per¬ 
sons to interact with your 
child. The child must have oth¬ 
ers, preferably significant oth¬ 
ers like, grandparent, uncle, 
aunt, cousin, older sibling who 
will also be spending time with 
your autistic child. You may 
also consider a live-in sitter 
(nanny).

The reason for this is two¬ 
fold, you get time alone with 
your spouse, and the child de¬ 
velops other dynamics picked 
up from other persons in 
his/her life that will contribute 
positively to their develop¬ 
ment. 

3. Team effort is crucial 
in raising an autistic child: 

You must determine to work 
together as a team on raising 
your autistic child. Both par¬ 
ents have a significant role to 
play. The mother is responsi¬ 
ble for certain nurturing roles 
and the father for certain dis¬ 
ciplinary and developmental 
roles, but both roles must 
overlap and synchronize for 
the best development of the 
child. By working together as 
a team, you will be giving the 
child the best opportunities for 
his/her development. 

4. Take quality and sig¬ 
nificant time out for your¬ 
self: 

If you are the primary care 
giver of the autistic child, you 
must set aside sufficient time 
every day for yourself to be 
alone without the child. When 
you do this, you obviously 
have arranged for the child to 


be in the expert care of an¬ 
other trusted person. At the 
same time, you should also 
plan time to be together as a 
whole family. 

5. Trust God for the wis¬ 
dom and patience needed: 

One other suggestion is to 
not travel the road of raising 
an autistic child without get¬ 
ting wise counsel and advice. 
Get help when you need it, 
and my guess is that you will 
need it often. You will need 
help with raising your autistic 
child and you will need help 
with your marriage. In any 
successful marriage you need 
to spend time apart to focus on 
individual needs, and this is 
no different when you have an 
autistic child. But, if you find 
that you and your spouse are 
not happy unless you are 
spending time alone, a red 
light must go on to tell you 
that your relationship is on 
slippery ground. Again, seek 
help from a wise counselor; 
trust God for wisdom to know 
what to do. 

You must make every ef¬ 
fort to keep your marriage 
happy even when you are 
stressed out from taking care 


of an autistic child. 

6. Get involved in out-of- 
the-house activities: 

My final word of counsel 
is to get involved with other 
families who have an autistic 
child. As you interact with 
them you will learn from each 
other. They will become an 
important support source in 
your life. It is also important 
for you to get involved in out- 
of-the-house activities, like 
the movies, a sport, or church 
activities. You might want to 
start learning to play a musical 
instrument. These activities 
will help bring balance into 
your life so that your only 
focus is not your autistic 
child. 

Remember, God knows 
your struggles better than any¬ 
one else, and He can give you 
the strength, the stamina and 
patience you need to see you 
through the difficult years of 
raising an autistic child...trust 
Him wholeheartedly and ex¬ 
perience His marvelous 
peace!

Strong quake strikes southwest Colombia Fine dining under the stars... 



BOGOTA (AFP) - A strong 
magnitude 7.1 earthquake 
struck in the Andes mountains 
of south-west Colombia yes¬ 
terday but there were no im¬ 
mediate reports of injuries or 
serious damage, Colombian 
and US earthquake monitoring 
services reported. 

The quake struck at some 
20 kilometers east of the 


Colombian town of La Vega 
and 326 kilometers north-east 
of Quito, Ecuador, said the US 
Geological Service, which 
monitors earthquakes world¬ 
wide. 

In Colombia, the National 
Seismological Network re¬ 
ported the same magnitude and 
said the epicenter of the quake 
was 169 kilometers under¬ 


ground. 

The director of Colombia’s 
disaster relief service, Carlos 
Ivan Marquez, said that so far 
there were only reports of 
minor damage to homes in one 
village. 

In Colombia the quake was 
felt in 10 central and western 
provinces. 

There was no tsunami alert.

Saudi group to set up Syrian 
refugee camp in Turkey 
within month 



A Saudi charity group will 
build a container city that can 
house 10,000 Syrian refugees 
in Turkey’s Kilis province near 
the border, a Turkish official 
said on the weekend. 

The project of the Saudi 
National Campaign to Support 
Brothers in Syria is expected to 
be ready within a month, the 
official told AFP. 

When opened, it will be the 
second camp in Kilis, already 
home to the largest container 
city for 12,000 refugees. 

The Saudi organization 
will also set up a prefabricated 
hospital, said the official, de¬ 
clining to give funding figures. 


The kingdom has taken a 
strong stance against the esca¬ 
lating bloodshed in Syria and 
thrown support behind the Sy¬ 
rian opposition. 

The OPEC kingpin and 
other energy-rich nations of 
the Gulf have long demanded 
that Syrian President Bashar 
al-Assad step down while 
voicing support for the rebels 
calling for his ouster since 
March 2011. 

Turkey shelters more than 
80,000 registered refugees in 
several camps in the southeast 
region bordering Syria as well 
as army defectors.

The Philippines says Western embassies 
secured after alert 


MANILA (AFP) - The Philip¬ 
pines said yesterday it had 
moved to secure Western em¬ 
bassies in the country as it 
monitors potential threats to 
their citizens following a secu¬ 
rity alert raised last week. 

On Friday, the US embassy 
warned that an unspecified 
threat against Americans in the 
capital Manila had been de¬ 
tected by "reliable security 
forces". 

Britain, Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia on Saturday joined the 

Wave of Iraq 
attacks kills at 
least 32 

BAGHDAD (AFP) - Militants 
struck nine cities and towns in 
Iraq with bombings and shoot¬ 
ings yesterday, killing at least 
32 people and wounding 104, 
in the latest wave of deadly at¬ 
tacks to hit the country. 

With the latest violence, at 
least 252 people have been 
killed and 801 wounded in at¬ 
tacks in Iraq this month, ac¬ 
cording to an AFP tally based 
on official sources. 

Insurgents are regarded as 
weaker than in past years but 
are still able to carry out spec¬ 
tacular mass-casualty attacks, 
and have also shown they can 
strike heavily-protected sites 
such as prisons, police stations 
and the anti-terrorism direc¬ 
torate in Baghdad. 

Most of yesterday's attacks 
were centered in Baghdad and 
the nearby areas of Taji, 
Madain and Tarmiyah, where 
an interior ministry official 
said 25 people were killed and 
59 wounded, while medical 
sources put the toll at 28 dead 
and 77 wounded. 


US in issuing a security alert, 
warning Westerners to be on 
guard amid fears they could 
get caught up in an attempted 
attack against Americans. 

Philippines deputy presi¬ 
dential spokeswoman Abigail 
Valte said the US embassy had 
asked Manila for additional se¬ 
curity. 

While the US embassy did 
not elaborate on the threat, 
Philippine and Western intelli¬ 
gence officials have previously 
warned that A1 Qaeda-linked 
militants were known to main¬ 
tain sleeper cells in Manila. 

In November 2010, the US 
government warned of an im¬ 
minent attack, particularly in 
areas frequented by foreigners 
in the capital.This prompted 
similar travel advisories from 
Britain, Australia, Canada, 
New Zealand and France, but 
the attack never materialised 
and the government criticised 
them for hurting the country's 


tourism prospects. 

Of particular concern to 
foreign governments is the 
Abu Sayyaf, a small band of 
militants founded in the 1990s 
with seed money from Osama 
bin Laden. The group is 
blamed for the country's worst 
terrorist attacks, including a 
ferry bombing on Manila Bay 
that killed over 100 in 2004. 

It is also behind a rash of 
high profile kidnappings tar¬ 
geting Western tourists, mis¬ 
sionaries and local business- 
people. 

However, the Philippine 
military with help from US in¬ 
telligence has captured or killed 
many of the Abu Sayyaf s top 
leaders in the past decade. 

Lieutenant General Juancho 
Sabban, a senior Marine offi¬ 
cial once tasked with going 
after the Abu Sayyaf, said yes¬ 
terday the group's links to for¬ 
eign terrorists had been cut, 
though they remained a threat.

Isabel Allende receives Denmark's top 
literary award 


COPENHAGEN (AFP) - 
Chilean novelist Isabel Allende 
received Denmark's top liter¬ 
ary award yesterday, winning 
the equivalent of 86,000 dol¬ 
lars for her "magical" and 
spellbinding work, organisers 
said. 

Denmark's Crown Prince 
Frederik awarded Allende the 
Hans Christian Andersen Lit¬ 
erature Award in the city of 
Odense, Andersen's birthplace 
some 150 kilometres (90 
miles) west of the capital 
Copenhagen. 

The prize, worth 500,000 
Danish kroner (67,000 euros, 
$86,000), was awarded "for 
her qualities as a magical sto¬ 


ryteller and her ability to spell¬ 
bind her audience," a statement 
said. 

Accepting the prize which 
was announced in March, Al¬ 
lende said: "I hope that some 
of Andersen's magic will rub 
off on me." 

The author of some 19 
works in Spanish that have 
been translated into 35 lan¬ 
guages and sold 57 million 
copies, Allende is the third 
writer to have been awarded 
the prize. 

Allende follows in the path 
of Brazil's Paulo Coelho, au¬ 
thor of the "Alchemist" who 
received the award in 2007, 
and Britain's J.K. Rowling, the 


creator of the "Harry Potter" 
series, who scooped the ho¬ 
nour in 2010. 

Aged 70, the author of the 
"House of the Spirits", "Of 
Love and Shadows", and 
"Zorro" is the daughter of a 
diplomat who is the first 
cousin of Chilean president 
Salvador Allende, who was 
toppled and committed suicide 
in a 1973 military coup. 

Allende, who is also a jour¬ 
nalist and professor of Latin 
American literature, has re¬ 
ceived around 50 prizes in 
more than 16 countries and de¬ 
fends the cause of women in 
the world through her founda¬ 
tion. 


Assange reveals life inside 'space 
station' embassy 


LONDON (AFP) - WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange is cer¬ 
tain he will one day go to 
Ecuador, he said in an inter¬ 
view published yesterday, de¬ 
scribing his life in the 
Ecuadoran embassy in London 
as "like being in a space sta¬ 
tion". 

The Australian activist, 41, 
has been holed up in the em¬ 
bassy since claiming asylum 
on June 19 in a bid to avoid ex¬ 
tradition to Sweden, where he 
faces questioning over alleged 
sex crimes. 

Assange — who denies the 
allegations and fears Sweden 
would extradite him to the 
United States — told Britain's 
Mail yesterday he was keeping 
busy by working 17 hours a 
day on the whistleblowing 
website. 

WikiLeaks deeply embar¬ 
rassed the US government in 
2010 by publishing huge 
caches of confidential docu¬ 
ments on the wars in Iraq and 


Afghanistan and more than 
250,000 diplomatic cables 
from US embassies around the 
world. 

Assange supporters claim 
he could receive harsh treat¬ 
ment if sent to the US and pos¬ 
sibly even face the death 
penalty. 

Despite a diplomatic stale¬ 
mate between Britain and 
Ecuador over his extradition to 
Sweden, Assange said he was 
sure he would eventually go to 
the Latin American country. 

"I think it is inevitable but I 
will not be marooned there," 
the former computer hacker 
told the Mail, which showed 
him wearing an Ecuadoran 
shirt with jeans and trainers as 
he sat in the embassy. 

"From Ecuador, me and my 
staff could safely travel to and 
from a number of friendly 
countries such as Tunisia, 
Egypt, Russia, Brazil, India, 
Venezuela, Chile and Ar¬ 
gentina." 


Amazon under fire over 
camp puzzle 


BERLIN (AFP) - Online retail 
giant Amazon has come under 
fire over the sale of a jigsaw 
puzzle that depicts ovens at the 
crematorium at the Nazi death 
camp of Dachau, a media re¬ 
port said yesterday. 

"This is a real slap in the 
face for concentration camp 
survivors and relatives of vic¬ 
tims," conservative politician 
Gerda Hasselfeldt wrote in a 
letter to Amazon that was cited 
by Der Spiegel. 

The 252-piece puzzle, being 
sold for $24.99 or 17.99 British 


pounds (about 20 euros), is 
sold on Amazon's American 
website as suitable for children 
aged eight and over, but it is 
not available for sale on Ama¬ 
zon's German website. 

It shows a picture of two 
ovens at one of the two crema¬ 
toriums at Dachau, where bo¬ 
dies of prisoners were burned. 

Amazon's US media office 
did not immediately return a 
call seeking comment. 

More than 200,000 Jews, 
gays, Roma, political oppo¬ 
nents, the disabled and prison- 


Ecuador granted Assange 
asylum on August 16 but 
Britain has denied him safe 
passage out of the country, and 
police are guarding the em¬ 
bassy in case he tries to escape. 

The WikiLeaks founder 
said he had spent some of his 
early days in the embassy 
"training to use emergency 
equipment".

Chavez believes he has beaten 
cancer 



CARACAS (AFP) - Venezue¬ 
lan President Hugo Chavez 
says he believes he has beaten 
cancer and will be strong 
enough to rule for another six 
years if he wins re-election on 
October 7. 

Speaking aboard an open-air 
truck Saturday as it wound its 
way through tens of thousands 
of supporters who had come to 
greet their longtime leader in 
Guarenas, a community east of 
Caracas, Chavez said in an ex¬ 
clusive interview with AFP 
that he was ready to govern 
until at least 2019. 

"If I didn't feel strong 
enough, I wouldn't be here. 
We're even going to work at a 
faster pace," said Chavez, who 
is the frontrunner in a race 
against opposition leader Hen- 
rique Capriles that would give 
the incumbent his fourth term 
in office. 

Chavez, 58, fell ill with can¬ 


cer in 2011. But the exact na¬ 
ture of the cancer has never 
been revealed, with officials 
saying only that he has under¬ 
gone two operations in Cuba 
to remove cancerous tumors 
from his pelvis. 

He has also undergone mul¬ 
tiple rounds of radiation and 
chemotherapy in Cuba follow¬ 
ing the surgeries. 

In June, Chavez said a series 
of tests had shown that his ra¬ 
diation treatment had gone 
well and that he "will keep liv¬ 
ing to keep fighting for the 
country." 

Chavez, who receded from 
public view for weeks as he re¬ 
covered from his treatment, 
acknowledged Saturday that 
he had slowed down the pace 
of his activities. 

"In the early years of gov¬ 
ernment, I did not rest at all, 
but your body starts telling you 
that you need to slow down," 


he said, sipping from a small 
cup of coffee and waving left 
and right to supporters. 

His return to the political 
spotlight coincided with the 
start in July of his election 
campaign against Capriles, 40, 
who has managed to rise in the 
polls after several tours of the 
country during which he cam¬ 
paigned door to door. 

The latest poll, by Datanali- 
sis, gives Chavez 49.4 percent 

— a 10-point lead over Capriles 

— but the challenger has cut 
the incumbent's lead in half in 
just four months. 

Other polls give Chavez a 
bigger lead, while some have 
found a statistical tie. 

Chavez said he was con¬ 
vinced he would beat Capriles 
and vowed to work to consoli¬ 
date his advantage. 

"The most important thing is 
to widen the gap in order to 
consolidate the revolution," he 
said. 

The sight of Chavez brought 
some women to tears as his 
truck passed through Guare¬ 
nas, and some threw letters to 
him, which he patiently gath¬ 
ered together. 

"What do you think they 
feel?" asked the charismatic 
leader, who has won the sup¬ 
port of the poor during his al¬ 
most 14 years in power by 
using oil revenues to spend 
lavishly on social programs. 

He acknowledged having 
"committed errors in applying 
plans that didn't work the way 
they should have, especially in 
public services" — an area 
where Capriles has attacked 
him, capitalizing on the coun¬ 
try's infrastructure troubles and 
water and electricity shortages. 

And if he wins next Sunday, 
will he seek another six-year 
term in the next elections? 

"We'll see. First things first," 
he said. 
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US approves under-skin 
defibrillator 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
health authorities approved a 
heart defibrillator with leads 
that can be implanted just 
under the skin instead of con¬ 
nected directly to the heart. 

The new subcutaneous de¬ 
vice "uses a lead that is im¬ 
planted just under the skin 
along the bottom of the rib 
cage and breast bone," the 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) said in a statement. 

"Because the lead is placed 
under the skin rather than 
through a vein into the heart, a 
physician can implant the de¬ 
vice without accessing a pa¬ 
tient's blood vessels or heart 
and without the need for fluo¬ 
roscopy," the FDA said. 

Until now defibrillators — 
small battery-powered devices 


that monitor a person's heart 
rhythm and deliver small elec¬ 
tric shocks to restore an irreg¬ 
ular rhythm — were connected 
directly to the heart. 

The delicate operation to 
implant traditional defibrilla¬ 
tors have potentially grave side 
effects, such as an infection in 
an already weak patient. 

"Some patients with 
anatomy that makes it chal¬ 
lenging to place one of the im¬ 
plantable defibrillators 

currently on the market may 
especially benefit from this de¬ 
vice," said FDA official 
Christy Foreman. 

The subcutaneous defibrilla¬ 
tor is marketed by the US firm 
Boston Scientific.

Canada bans key substance in 
'bath salts' drug 



OTTAWA (AFP) - Canada on 
this week banned the main 
substance used to make ’’bath 
salts,” a new and emerging 
drug linked to a grisly attack 
in the United States in which 
a man almost killed another by 
chewing his face. 

The drug — which as its 
name suggests resembles reg¬ 
ular bath salts in texture — can 
spark an often aggressive, 
psychotic experience for 
users, including intense hallu¬ 
cinations. 

Key to the production of 


the drug is a synthetic stimu¬ 
lant known as MDPV, which 
the new regulations make ille¬ 
gal to possess, traffic, export 
or import in Canada, except 
for authorized research and 
scientific activities. 

MDPV is now included in 
the same category of illicit 
drugs as heroin and cocaine. 

Reports have suggested that 
a nude assailant who gnawed 
the face of a homeless man in 
the US city of Miami in May 
was likely under the influence 
of "bath salts.” 


The white powder — which 
can be inhaled, injected or 
smoked — is sometimes mar¬ 
keted as ecstasy, according to 
the Canadian government. 

Canadian authorities have 
noted a recent rise in the use of 
"bath salts” in provinces along 
the country’s Atlantic coast. In 
Nova Scotia, police have 
seized "bath salts” mixed with 
cannabis. 

"This regulatory amend¬ 
ment responds to concerns ex¬ 
pressed by health officials 
about the health and safety 
risks associated with the use of 
MDPV, as well as by law en¬ 
forcement and the Canada 
Border Services Agency about 
the substance's growing popu¬ 
larity and availability in 
Canada,” Health Minister 
Leona Aglukkaq said in a 
statement. 

The ban is "an important 
step in stopping organized 
criminal groups from acquir¬ 
ing and profiting from this il¬ 
legal substance,” added Staff 
Inspector Randy Franks of the 
Canadian Association of 
Chiefs of Police. 


China rocket puts Venezuela 
satellite into orbit 



BEIJING (AFP) - A Chinese 
rocket on week-end success¬ 
fully launched a Venezuelan 
earth-observation satellite into 
orbit, state media said. 

The satellite, dubbed "Gen¬ 
eralissimo Francisco de Mi¬ 


randa” after the major 
Venezuelan independence fig¬ 
ure, was launched from the 
northwest Jiuquan base in the 
Gobi desert using a 'Long 
March' class rocket, said Xin¬ 
hua. 


The launch comes four 
years after the first-ever 
Venezuelan satellite, named 
"Simon Bolivar” , which was 
built with Chinese help, was 
also put into orbit using a Chi¬ 
nese rocket. 

Last year, Venezuela an¬ 
nounced the new $140 million 
satellite would be used to 
monitor troop movements on 
the country's borders and ille¬ 
gal mining, as well as study 
climate change and the envi¬ 
ronment. 

The two countries have 
forged close economic ties in 
recent years as leftist Venezue¬ 
lan President Hugo Chavez 
has sought to reduce depend¬ 
ence on Washington, with top 
officials overseeing agree¬ 
ments worth billions of dollars 
in the oil, energy, construction, 
and technology sectors. 

They signed an agreement 
last week to develop together 
Las Cristinas in southern 
Venezuela, one of the world's 
biggest gold mines, with plans 
to exploit both the yellow 
metal and cooper there. 

Beijing has extended some 
$30 billion in credit to Cara¬ 
cas, and Venezuela in turn sells 
some 640,000 barrels of oil a 
day to China. 
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MADRID (AFP) - A Spanish man drowned in a failed at¬ 
tempt to rescue a nine-year-old girl who became trapped 
inside a car during flash flooding in southeastern Spain, 
a local official said Sunday. Ten people in total have died 
in Spain in the regions of Andalusia and Murcia due to 
flash flooding brought on by downpours. The heavy 
rains have also damaged homes, caused the collapse of 
two bridges and forced roads to close. Some 500 people 
were evacuated from their homes on Friday after the tor¬ 
rential rains caused rivers to break their banks and 
flooded roads and railways but the most have since re¬ 
turned home.

A German government 
source said that Berlin will

Stars rock New York to fight poverty

NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
Black Keys, Foo Fighters and 
Neil Young rocked New York’s 
Central Park on Saturday with 
a free concert highlighting ef¬ 
forts to combat extreme 
poverty around the world. 

An estimated 60,000 people 
flocked to the Manhattan 
park’s Great Lawn for the 
event organized by the Global 
Poverty Project. Unlike past 
benefit concerts, the main aim 
was to raise attention, not 
money. 

Tickets were free, but to 
qualify, online concertgoers 
had to accumulate points by 
watching videos on globalciti- 
zen.org about various elements 
of extreme poverty, ranging 
from malaria to mothers dying 
in childbirth. 

Points also added up when 
those applying passed on in-

formation via social networks 
like Twitter. 

The Global Poverty Project 
says it has more than met its 
goal of securing pledges worth 
more than $500 million this 
year from aid agencies and 
other donors, some of which 
were announced between sets 
at the concert. 

But the concert itself was 
about bringing the anti-poverty 
message to ordinary people. 

With the United Nations 
wrapping up its annual Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, this was the 
perfect moment to push for 
mass participation in the 
cause, Global Poverty Project 
CEO Hugh Evans said. 

’’Politicians, you know what 
they do?” Evans licked his fin¬ 
ger and stuck it in the air. 
"They look to see where the 
wind is blowing. Civil society 
decides where that wind is 
blowing,” he told journalists 
near the stage, with the Man¬ 
hattan skyline in the back¬ 
ground. 

”We want to build a move¬ 
ment. It can't be just one con¬ 
cert.” 

In addition to the concert 
headliners, there was a rendi¬ 
tion of John Lennon's "Imag¬ 
ine” by John Legend and 
performances from K'naan and 
Band of Horses. 

Rockers used the stage to 
promote the poverty aware¬ 
ness message, helped by short 
videos on huge screens show¬ 


ing the work of anti-poverty 
campaigners. 

” We believe these problems 
are solvable. All it takes is the 
will of the leaders, the will of 
the people, and that's why 
we're here,” Legend said. 

Karen Sullivan, a 43-year- 
old teacher attending the con¬ 
cert, said she agreed there was 
a need to get people talking 
about extreme poverty around 
the world, and accused the 
media of failing to spread the 
word. 

”1 think people want to know, 
but don't have the avenues,” 
she said. "People say Ameri¬ 
cans don't care and I get very 
angry about that. I think 
Americans do care. They just 
don't know what to care 
about." 

Perhaps many in the huge 
crowd, though, were at least as 
excited by the one-off oppor¬ 
tunity to see their rock gods as 
by the idea of helping the 
world's poor. 

"Mostly we just wanted to 
see the Foo Fighters. We got 
lucky,” said fireman Stan 
Kowalski, 30. 

Organizers say they want 
supporters of the Global 
Poverty Project to Tweet Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama and his 
Republican opponent Mitt 
Romney with requests for a 
detailed discussion on foreign 
policy during the upcoming 
presidential debates.

Tennis: Murray faces tough start 
to defence of Japan Open 



TOKYO (AFP) - In-form 
Andy Murray will defend the 
Japan Open starting today 
fresh from winning his first 
Grand Slam at the US Open, 
but he faces a tricky encounter 
in the form of a resurgent Gael 
Monfils. 

The 25-year-old Murray, the 
top seed in Tokyo, enjoyed a 
double victory by beating 
Rafael Nadal of Spain in the 
final last year and then came 
back on court to add the dou¬ 
bles title with his brother 
Jamie. 

Since then he won his first 
Slam at Flushing Meadows 
earlier this month by beating 
defending champion Novak 
Djokovic in a thrilling four- 
hour, 53-minute final. Prior to 


that the Briton took gold at the 
London Games. 

But Monfils of France, run¬ 
ner-up in Tokyo in 2010, rep¬ 
resents a difficult start. The 
winner faces Albert Ramos of 
Spain or Lukas Lacko of Slo¬ 
vakia in the second round. 

”1 have a tough first-round 
match against Monfils. I 
played him five times and lost 
to him a couple of times. He is 
a great athlete, so that's a tough 
match to start," said Murray. 

"Also I play the doubles 
with my brother. We managed 
to win the tournament last 
year. I hope we can have an¬ 
other good tournament." 

Murray has a 3-2 win-loss 
record against Monfils, who is 
targeting a return to the top 10 


in the world as he steps up his 
return from a knee injury that 
kept him out for four months. 

Murray admitted that he is 
"a little bit" tired after winning 
the US Open, as the season 
reaches its climax. He spent 
two-and-a-half weeks at home 
with friends and family after 
New York. 

"I think a lot of players are 
at this stage a little bit tired 
mentally and physically as 
well. You need to find the best 
way of managing that for the 
last couple of months of the 
year," said Murray. 

"I also would like to play 
well in the tour finals in Lon¬ 
don. I didn't have the chance to 
do that last year. It was a very 
disappointing way to finish the 
year. 

"I want to make sure I'm 100 
percent fit for that tournament 
and try to finish the year well 
there." 

Murray is in the same quar¬ 
ter of the draw with Beijing 
Olympic doubles gold medal¬ 
list Stanislas Wawrinka of 
Switzerland, the seventh seed, 
and in the same half with third 
seed Janko Tipsarevic of Ser¬ 
bia. 

Tipsarevic, the winner at 
Stuttgart this season, will play 
Gilles Simon of France in his 
opener. The sixth seed Milos 
Raonic, winner at San Jose and 
Chennai, will take on Radek 
Stepanek of the Czech Repub¬ 
lic. 

The 2008 Japan Open cham¬ 
pion Tomas Berdych of the 
Czech Republic will spearhead 
the bottom half as the second 
seed. He will play Benoit Paire 
of France in the first round. 

Also in the bottom half are 
local hope Kei Nishikori, the 
eighth seed, Juan Monaco of 
Argentina, the fourth seed, and 
the fifth seed Nicolas Almagro 
of Spain.

COLOMBO (AFP) - India 
crushed arch-rivals Pakistan 
and Australia put on another 
Shane Watson show as the race 
to the World Twenty20 semi¬ 
finals heated up on Sunday. 

Virat Kohli hit an unbeaten 
78 off 61 balls as India, who 
would have been knocked out 
had they lost, bowled out Pak¬ 
istan for 128 and then sur¬ 
passed the modest target in 17 
overs with eight wickets in 
hand. 

Australia also defeated 
South Africa by the same mar¬ 
gin in the first match of the 
double-header, after Watson 
claimed 2-29 and smashed 70 
off 47 balls to win his fourth 
successive man-of-the match 
award. 

Australia restricted the Pro¬ 
teas to 146-5 and won by the 



18th over to record their sec¬ 
ond win in a row in group two, 
but will still need to beat Pak¬ 
istan today to make the semi¬ 
finals. 

Australia lead the group 
with four points, India and 
Pakistan have two each, while 
South Africa have lost both 
matches so far. 

India will also have to beat 
South Africa in today's second 
match to remain in the hunt. 

A sell-out crowd of 35,000 
at the Premadasa stadium, in¬ 
cluding Sri Lankan President 
Mahinda Rajapakse, saw India 
continue their stranglehold on 
Pakistan in major world meets. 

Pakistan have never beaten 
India in either the 50-over 
World Cup or the World 
Twenty20, in which they con¬ 
tested a thrilling final in 2007.

The winner of the long race was 
Marne Samb, a Senegalese who covered the distance in 
one hour and nine minutes. Goree Island with its famous 
"Slave House" has been a UNESCO World Heritage site 
since 1978.

Football: Inter beat 
Fiorentina to secure 
first San Siro win 


MILAN(AFP) - Inter Milan 
finally put their San Siro 
curse to bed Sunday by de¬ 
feating Fiorentina 2-1 in a 
pulsating end-to-end match. 

City rivals Inter and AC 
Milan had both failed to win 
at their shared ground in their 
first three league games, 
prompting Italian media to 
suggest both were subject to 
a San Siro curse. 

Milan got that monkey off 
their back with a 2-0 win 
over Cagliari in midweek and 
on Sunday Inter put in a con¬ 
vincing performance against 
an impressive Fiorentina side 
to secure a fourth win in six 
games and move up to third. 

Juventus, who are un¬ 
beaten in their last 45 games, 
sit top on 16 points with 
Napoli second on goal differ¬ 
ence and Inter and Lazio in 
third and fourth respectively 
on 12 points. 

Diego Milito opened the 
scoring from the penalty spot 
in the 17th minute, beating 
Emiliano Viviano in the 
Fiorentina goal following a 
handball in the area after 
Brazilian midfielder 

Coutinho's maurauding run 
down the left. 


Antonio Cassano was then 
left unmarked on the left side 
of the area and coolly latched 
on to a long pass following 
Esteban Cambiasso's dummy 
on the edge of the area to 
punish Fiorentina's slack 
marking in the 34th minute. 

Fiorentina fought back, 
however, and when Chilean 
David Pizarro was allowed 
time to waltz across the edge 
of the area his cross was met 
with a powerful Romulo 
header which reduced the ar¬ 
rears. 

A minute before half-time 
Milito missed a golden 
chance to extend Inter's lead 
when he shot from the edge 
of the area only to see the ball 
go wide. 

Fiorentina were reduced 
to 10 men on the hour mark 
when Gonzalez Rodriguez, 
who had been booked earlier, 
was sent off for a needless 
foul on Japanese defender 
Yuto Nagatomo. 

Both sides produced fur¬ 
ther chances to score, with 
Viviano pulling off a great 
save from Milito's close- 
range snap shot following a 
corner and then second-half 
substitute Luca Toni seeing 
his powerful header go wide. 


Motorcycling: Pedrosa rides 
to timely birthday present 



ALCANIZ, Spain, (AFP) - Dani Pedrosa gave himself a 
timely birthday present with a dazzling victory in the 
Aragon Grand Prix MotoGP race here on Sunday. The 
Spanish Honda rider, who turned 27 on Saturday, came 
home clear of compatriot and overall series leader 
Jorge Lorenzo, on a Yamaha, while Andrea Dovizioso 
was third on a Yamaha a whisker ahead of team-mate 
Cal Crutchlow. Pedrosa, who was winning his third 
race in the last four MotoGPs, narrowed the gap on 
Lorenzo in the standings to 33 points with four races 
to go and made up for his disastrous outing at San 
Marino a fortnight ago where he went out on the first 
lap.

Heart attack victim Sno taken ill during match 

THE HAGUE (AFP) - NEC Nijmegen's Dutch midfielder Evander Sno, who suffered a 
major heart attack two years ago, was taken to hospital as a precaution after falling ill 
during Saturday night's game at Feyenoord, the club announced on Sunday. The 25- 
year-old complained of stomach pains and was replaced in the 34th minute but left 
the pitch and walked to the waiting ambulance unaided. Two years ago Sno suffered 
a heart attack while playing for Ajax's youth team, falling unconscious before being 
revived ten minutes later. Since that incident he has played wearing a defibrillator.
